Oil Company, Inc. William Me- 
Carthy is a brother and one-time 
business associate of Glenn H. 
McCarthy of Houston, known as 
“king of the wildcatters."’ Javits 
said Glenn McCarthy was in no 
way involved. 

Other defendants were Worth 
Pettit, chairman of the board of 
the company and previously a 
financial executive in Salt Lake 
City; Gene Meredith of Las 
Vegas, Nev., vice president and 
secretary, and Francis Peter 
Crosby of New York, former sec- 
retary-treasurer. 

Each entered a general denial 
of the _ fraudulent practices 
charged. With their consent, Su- 
preme Court Justice S. Samuel di 
Falco signed orders restraining 
the five permanently from having 
anything to do with the securities 
and commodities markets of the 
state. 

Texas Adams Oil Company, 
Inc., a sselaware corporation 
which formerly shared an office 
here, has moved to Denver, Colo.

Stevenson Is Correct; 
Nixon Has Many Faces 


Adlai Stevenson’s forthright attack on 
Vice dent Richard Nixon hit the 
GOP in its most vulnerable spot. He 
called Nixon a “man. of many masks” 
and then detailed his reasons for such 
a charge. 7 

The truth is that the vice president 
is a man of many contradictions. Profess- 
ing to be an adherent of the “party of the 
future” theme, Nixon’s legislative record 
in the Congress was one of reaction. On 
major issues he voted with the Old Guard 
and in foreign affairs was usually on the 
side of the Taft isolationist wing. 

Stevenson was also effective in ex- 
ploding the “‘peace” issue. Here he point- 
ed out the GOP record in destroying the 
League of Nations, its isolationism which 
léd to the depression and the pressures 
which brought on World War II. The 
GOP lost the “peace” after World War I 
in actions which at the time brought 
prophecies of the newer and greater war 


to come. 

Today there is a phantom peace with 
the United States’ hesitant policy lead- 
ing our allies to the conclusion we can 
no longer be depended upon for leader- 
ship. The situation in the Middle East, 
the Suez problem, inroads of commu- 
nism in Africa and the Mediterranean, 
the undermining of the U.S. position in 
Iceland, Japan, India and elsewhere, the 
Continued threat in Korea and waning 
‘US. prestige and withdrawals every- 
where do not mean peace but a storing 
up of trouble for the future.

Nancy Chipman of Atlanta is 
one of those American tourists

and saved up for a tour of Eu- 
rope, She’s been abroad nearly 
four months.

Here are excerpts from her re- 
port, made in a letter to her 
parents : 

“Helsinki was very lovely’ and 
modern and we had marvelous 
food. Russia was another story— 
everything was dismal and drab. 
Never did we see a really nicely 
dressed person, a cheerful face 
or a happy smile. So few tour- 
ists have been into Russia ... 
that we were really treated roy- 
ally .. . we were amazed at how 
much freedom we had... . 


‘In Moscow we stayed at a 
student hostel (without a shower 
or hot water, of course) and ate 
at a student restaurant... . I 
couldn’t quite take the raw eggs 
and caviar for breakfast. ... 

“TI will never understand how 
people can live, when, for in- 
stance, a farmer earns 600 rou- 
bles a month and one pair of 
shoes costs 435 roubles; a sweat- 
er, 320; chicken, 15 roubles a 
pound; canned peas, $l acan.... 
(A rouble or ruble equals about 
25 cents.)

Fight for the Senate 
Pivots on New York 


NEW YORK—It isnot yet clear whether the 
people of New York State are going to get ex- 
cited or even acutely interested in the uncertain, 


could-go-either-way Senate race between Republican state Atty. Gen. 
Jacob K. Javits and Demoératic mayor of New York, Robert F. Wag- 
ner. The campaign is slow to pick up momentum and so far neither 
side seems to have found an issue or a theme which shows any

Perhaps the test of the capacity 
of the candidates to arouse public 
interest—and it can be a very good 
test—will come when on Oct. 20 
and 26, Wagner and Javits engage 
in two face-to-face and .face-the- 
voters TV debates.

Grey “felt persecuted” and ‘‘had 
ideas some people were trying to 
kill him.’’

The Auburn-Tech freshman football series already has been 
canceled out. That game had been played each year in Auburn, 
but most fihappropriately, on Armistice Day. Seldom did peace 
ever reign, and after a number of rowdy disturbances on the 
field, it was decided that for the good health of all a cooling-off 
period be. observed. 

Dissatisfaction with ticket distribution brought the varsity 
matter to a head. Jeff Beard revealed through The Constite- 
tion in September that Auburn would ask for a Birmingham- 
Atlanta arrangement. 

| He was carrying out the wishes of the athletic committee, he 
| said. ‘Alumni ticket pressure has reached such a point,’’ he said, 
“that it’s unbearable. The committee has demanded some action.” 
| The committee got it, and apparently this being the result. of 
their initiative, Beard and Jordan carry their backing to the hilt. 
| “We know Georgia Tech has ticket problems,” Jordan said. 
‘But they have their problems with 29,000 tickets. We have ours 
with 10,000. : | 

‘“‘We have no complaints to make about our financial end of 
the series. That isn’t the point. We think our people deserve a 
' better shake in a game that has reached such proportions in the 
South. To be perfectly frank about it, I doubt that Tech will be 
able to find any other Southeastern Conference team. willing to 

come into Atlanta and play every year.’’

But Can Be Well Done at Home 


Roast suckling pig is definitely a spectacular 
and delicious piece de resistance for a buffet or 
party. And according to a recent session at the 
annual newspaper food editors conference, it’s 
easier to prepare than a turkey. 

The meat is almost fat free, very tender and 
delicately flavored. 

‘Order the piglet from the butcher several 
days ahead. It should not be larger than 12 
pounds after dressing. 


ROAST SUCKLING PIG 


Singe and scrape with a dull knife. Scrub 
skin with stiff brush and pat dry. Rinse inside 
and pat dry. Season with salt. Pack lightly with 
stuffing, below. Pull front feet forward and tie 
together. Pull hind feet backwards and tie to- 
gether. If there isn’t room in the pan for this 
pull forward. 

Crush foil to make-a firm ball and place in 
mouth to keep it open. Cover the ears with 
small pieces of foil. Place piglet on a large 
sheet of heavy-duty foil. Rub skin with a cut 
lime and brush all over with melted butter. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Bring foil over back, 
overlapping it about three inches. Fold up the 
foil at head and feet ends. 

Place wrapped: pig in a large shallow pan 
and roast in preheated oven (450 degrees) allow- 
ing 2% hours for an eight to 10-pound pig and 
three hours for a 10 to 12-pound pig. 

At the end of this time, reduce heat to 375 
degrees and open and turn back foil. Baste with 
melted butter and continue roasting for 15 min- 
utes or until skin is beautiful golden brown. 


SERVING PIGLET 

To serve, remove lacings and ties and trans- 
fer to a plank covered with foil. Remove foil 
ball from mouth and insert a lime or small 
mango. Use maraschino cherries for eyes and 
decorate with parsley and fruit. In carving the 
piglet, start in center and cut right down 
through, serving complete slice to each person. 
If served as an hors d’oeuvre, slices can be cut 
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in tidbit pieces on separate plate. Legs are re- 
moved and sliced. Ladle mango rum over each 
serving. Mangos may be omitted.

As for North’s election to raise 
to four spades, it meets with the 
approval of this contributor 
whose observation it has been 
that where the opening no trump- 
er is faced with a choice be- 
tween three no trump and four of 
a major, he should favor the 
major where most of his tricks 
are of the first and second round 
variety. But he should lean to- 
ward no trump when his hand 
contains an abundance of inter- 
mediate cards. 

The deuce of hearts was 
opened and taken in dummy 
with the ace.
